So it is in alkour western communi- 
tits. We come from all over the 
English-s ng world and in many 
districts from half the countries in 
Burope as well. Hach brings his own’ 
traditions, customs, ideals, church af- 
filiations, national pecularities and 
perhaps distinctive language. A few 
have something in common and unite 
into a jittle group, but there are 
scores of such little groups. How unite 
these groups into one strong com- 
munity life. This is one of the great 
social tasks of each neighborhood. The 
division into sects and parties and 
sets is bound te create petty jéalousies 
and friction and community ineffic- 
fency. Union means strength and -har- 
mony and success. ~~ ’ 

One of the greatest needs in each 
neighborhood !; that of a “community. 
church.” This is needed first of all for 
economical reasons.’ It is little less 
than. a sinful waste of money to erect 
a separate church Sutlding ‘for each 
little group of people to use two or 
three Hours a week. But much more 
than that, the community, church is 
needed to draw all altogether into a 
great common brotherhood dominated 
by the highest ideals. : 

This may or may not mean an or- 
ganic ‘union of all denominations. 
When there are no fundamental dif- 
ferences such union surely should take 
place. Why not’ But when real dif- 
ferences exist in practice or belief or. 
temperametrt there {s surely the possi- 
bility of working out a scheme by which 
each group may express its religious 
life in its own way. without a sever- 
ance from the common life of vhe 
community. In one religious meeting 
one man may knee! to pray while an- 
other stands, ania third remains seat- 
ed, yet all: may be really united in 
spirit. Why not apply this principle to 
gvoups and along broader lines? 

But the community church must be 
more than a common spiritual meet- 
ing-place. It must do more than uaite 
all into a common spiritual fellowship. 
It should be the soul of the commun- 
ity, inspiring and dominating al] its 
activities. It should be a moral power 
house from which go forth those mys- 
terious electrical currents that are 
‘trangformed into the light and heat 
and motive power which the commuz- 
ity requires in order to maintain. its 
highest life. a a i 

Traditionally, the activities of th 
church have been very limited. 
world has een divided into sacred 
and secular, and the church has re- 
ligiously confined herself to the. so- 


pees a ie She re digas days 
we fe yet joy- 
fully awakening to a new Genororion 


of life. One of these days we 
shall bodly proclaim the glorious 
‘truth “there ‘cs no secular.” “A sacred 
day,” “all days are sacred;” “a_sac- 
red building,” ‘all Luildings are sac- 
red, yes, evezy bush is aflame with 
God;” “a’sacred calling,” “all callings 
are sacred;” “a sacred service,” “all 
service is sacred.” We stand at the 
dawn of the better and brighter day. 
The church's work is as broad as 
human welfare. 

~~ Welly thea, what is the work of the 
community church? What, we ask, 
does the community need? Education? 
Recreation? Better business organiza- 
tion? Pubiic . conveniences? A lib- 
rary? A social centre? It is the work 
of the true community church to see 
that these are provided. 

This’ does not necesgarily mean that 
the church building must become a 
school or a library ora club house or 
a chamber of commerce or an hotel or 
a bath house. The church is the pow- 
er house., Tie church should go in- 
spire, and educate and direct the com- 
munity thought and life that-’ these 
community needs would be met. 

But as a wetter of fact when our 
communities are new and small and 
Poor; where they are divided and un- 
educated and unled and uninspired*the 
best course for the community church 
is often to use its buildings: to house 


If the church is the: only meeting 
place, why not hold meetings in it 
every night inthe week? If the young 
People have fit place for recrea- 
tion. why not make the church a suc- 
fai centre? Surely our boys and girls 
are more sacred than stone and toards 
and plaster! The church must fearn 
that it exists n»t to be ministered unto 
but tg ‘minister, The community 
church ‘musi work out a programme 
by which it can miinster to all the 
needs of the entire community.—Con- 
tributed by the Canadian Welfare 
League.
